The anticipetions of a destructive row over 
the silver question next winter may not bo 
realized. They seem to rest upon the pre- 
sumption that the controversy must take the 
shape of u fight between the gold monometal- 
ists and the silver mining interests. The 
former seem as eager to demonetize silver as 
the latter are to have silver made our only 
metallic money. But between these extremes 
stand the great conservative business interests, 
opposed alike toa dangerous silver inflation 
and to the contraction and cornering opera- 


of the President and his Secretary of the 
Treasury will simply be to suspend for the 
present the further coinage of standard dol- 
lars and leave silver where it is. 

This proposition is supported by a great 
many earnest bi-metalists as a precau- 


is M. Hewrr CErRNvUSscHI, 

an agreement of the leading nations on a basis 
of tree coinage for both metals as essential to 
the success and stability of a bi-metallic cur- 
rency basis for the commercial world or for 
any commercial nation. He holds that a sus- 
pension of silver coinage by the United States 
would be conducive to such an agreement, and 
that until the United States can see its way 
clear to the free coinage of both metals its 
alleged bi-metalism is nothing but gold mono- 
metalism rendered ‘‘hump-backed” by a system 
of silver coinage which keeps silver a commod- 
ity measured by a gold standard and inflates 
the currency basis with coins that will not 
stand the ordeal of fire.” Germany, France 
and the United States, he says, are all afflicted 
by this “hump-backed monometalism,” and, as 
Germany and France have both stopped 
the increase of their “silver hump,” 
the United States should do the 
same as a measure of self-protection. ‘‘So 
long as the Bi-metallic Treaty, proposed in 1881 
by the United States and France, is not accept- 
ed, either by England or Germany,” he says, 
not one silver five-franc piece should be coined 
by France, not one silver dollar should be 
coined in the United States.” 

The gentlemen sent by the Administratioa 
to study the situation in Europe, were advised 
by the bi-metalists over there that a suspension 
of silver coinage by the United States would 
be in the interest of bi-metalism. Narrowed 


| down to the practical question whether such a 


suspension is advisable or not, the silver ques- 
tion as mooted by Mr. CLEVELAND is hardly 
broad enough to imclude the elements ot a po- 
litical earthquake. It involves only the tenta- 
tive suspension of a cdinage which can be re- 
sumed whenever it appears that the experiment 
is not working satisfactorily.

Tue Branch Penitentiary Commissioners, by 
rejecting Governor MaRMADUEKE's proposition 
to them, have made it obligatory on him to 
either approve or veto the warrant for 
the location at Louisiana. In the logic of his 
reasons for disapproving other locations agreed 
on by the Commissioners, Louisiana can read 
the doom of ber hopes. In the freely ex-

By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

New Yoru, November 11.—The following letter 
from ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling was sent to the 
New York Herald last week and refused publica- 
tion by that journal.

AN ANCIENT ASSIGNMENT. 


Judge Lubke’s Decision in the Wardwell 
Manufa-turing Company's Cas. 
Judge Lubke rendered the following decision to- 
day in the matter of the Wardwell Manufacturing 
Compary, an estate assigned in 1878: The assign- 
ment in this matter was made in the 
latter part of the year 1878, the bond 


of the assignee, Joseph W. Baeppler, hav- 
ing been filed and approved on December 20, of that 
year. The assets assigned consisted of a large 
quantity of sewing machines, t furniture, open 
accounts and demands against stockholders of the 
concern for unpaid upon their stock 
scriptions. 

From the papers on file it appears that the as- 
signee had realized on all the assets 282 
except the stock liability of the members of the 
corporation which has not yet been axbausted. The 
assignee bas declared and paid a dividend of 10 
percent From time to time, but not regularly at 
every term of the courtasthe law requires, the 
assignee has filed in court statements of the condi- 
tion of the estate. | 

These statement are not connected; neither are 
they sufficiently in detail so that the precise con- 
dition of the estate can be gathered therefrom. 
The last report was filed on October 14 of the 
present term of court, but no vouchers accom- 
panied it. This report shows that at its date the 
assig ee had, or ought to have had, on hand 80.
